If Statute is Knocked Out 
Several States Will Gain 
Congressmen. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—({Exclusive 

Dispatch.}] The Congressional act ap- 
portioning Representatives in Congress 
under the new census is to be reviewed 
by the United States courts, which 
means that finally the Supreme Court 
of the United States will pass upon the 
constitutionality of the law. 
Representative Richard Bartholdt of 
Missouri, a Republican, announced to- 
day that he intended to raise the issue 
by bringing before the Federal Court 
of Missouri the question of the legality 
of the act of the Missour! Legislature 
making a reapportionment of that 
State. Under the apportionment act of 
the Fifty-sixth Congress the State of 
Missouri gained one Representative. 
The Democratic Legislature, redistrict- 
ing the State, so changed Hartholdt's 
district in St. Louis as to make it em- 
brace within its limits approximately 
300,000 people, whereas, under the Fed- 
eral statute, the apportionment pro- 
vided for one Representative for every 
196,000 of Missouri's population, Of late 
years St. Louis has sent three Repub- 
licans to Congress, and the # gerry- 
mander is meant to reduce the number 
to one by putting the Repubiicans in 
one district. 
What the Democratic Legisiature did 
in the line of gerrymandering has been 
done by other Legislatures, regardiess 
of the parties controlling them. Sec- 
tion 3 of the Federal Apportionment 
Act provides: “That in each State en- 
titled under this apportionment, the 
number to which each State may be en- 
titled in the Fifty-etghth and each sub- 
sequent Congress shall be elected by 
districts composed of contiguous and 
compact territory, and containing, as 
nearly as practicable, an equal number 
of inhabitants.” 

Under the action Barthoidt will bring 
all State apportionments authorized by 
the act must fall or the Federal statute 
iteelf be declared unconstitutional. The 
States which will be affected under the 
Bartholdt suit, and their gain in rep- 
resentation, is as follows: Arkansas, 
1: Caltfornia, 1; Colorado, 1; Connecti- 
cut, 1: Florida. 1: Tilinols, 3; Louisiana, 
I: Massachusetts, 1; Minnesota 2: Mu- 
si#eippi, 1; Missouri. I; New Jersey, 2; 
New York, 3: North Carolina, 1 North

Of these States twelve have Repub. 
Legislatures, and under the Fu- 
eral law gain nineteen Representa- 
tives and electoral votes, while eight 
have Democratic Legislatures, with a 
gain of ten Representatives and elec- 
toral votes.

LONG BEACH FISHERMEN TELL 
WILD, WEIRD TALES. |

Small-sised Bonita Puts Up One of 
the Hardest Fights of the Season— 


Shark Bitten by Yellowtail—Shag’s 
Meal With a String to It. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 5.—{From The 
Times’ Correspondent.) One of the big- 
gest surprises to the fishermen who 
have been going down to the sea in 
small craft this season from Long 
Beach was sprung Wednesday. 

J. B. Losee of Anaconda, Mont., and 
Robert E. Masters went out on the 
launch Victor. When three or four 
miles off shore something with plenty 
of gaminess was hooked, but what it 
was they could not see. It was at- 
tached to Mr. Losee’s line, and for 
thirty-five minutes it made the fight 
of a lifetime. 

The Victor's engine was and 
soon the game was towing the launch 
at a fair rate of speed backward. 

With his fine rod-and-reel apparatus 
Mr. Losee hi! a Gercer struggle than 
he did a few months ago in bringing to 
gaff a 300-pound jewfish. His hands 
were blistered, and when he finally 
got the game to the side of the launch 
he was nearly exhausted.
